Its effect in 
Peking already is good. The fear of 
the people, which was great this 
morning, when it became known that 
the capital was threatened with an at- 
tack unless the government acceded 
immediately to demands of far-reach- 
ing importance, had somewhat sub- 
sided tonight, although 600,000 Chi- 
nese continue to fear a massacre, 
while 100,000 Manchus are in dread of 
a Chinese attack.

SAFETY APPLIANCE ACT

Court Holds in Case Involving 
the Southern That Hereafter 
All Railway Equipment Must 
Comply With Safety Act.

Washington, October %30.—Complete 
control of all the railroads of the coun- 
try by the interstate commerce com- 
mission and virtual elimination of the 
State commissions from such control, 
is foreshadowed in an opinion handed 
down today by the supreme court of 
the United States. The court held that 
hereafter all locomotives, cars or other 
equipment used on any railroad which 
is a highway of interstate cammerce 
must comply with federal safety 
appliance act. 

In 


the 


its Opinion, the court held that 
compliance with federal law is compul- 
sory on all railroads which are engaged 
in the transportation of persons or 
freight from one state to another. 
Elaborating this. however, it held that 
the cars,or equipment of such roads, 
even if engaged in such transportation 
within the confines of a state, must he 
considered part and parcel of the 
road and therefore completely under 
the jurisdiction of the federal commis- 
sion.

Members of

ibe the interstate commerca 
Commission, who have been embarrass- 
ed on numerous occasions by clashes of 
authority with state commissions, -are 
jubilant at the ruling of the supreme 
Court, which was unanimous. Refer- 
ring to the court's opinion, Commis- 
sioner Franklin K. Lane declared: 

‘It means, eventually, that there {s 
to be no dual contro! of interstate car- 
riers,” 

The determination of this moot 
question was laid down in an opinion 
read by Justice Van DeVanter, in a 
case instituted by § the government 
against the Southern railway. The 
point at issue was whether the federal 
act applied in the case of a shipment 
from one point in Alabama to another 
point in the same state, the shipment 
being in an improperly equipped car. 
The lower courts held that there had 
been a violation of the law. and their 
judgment was sustained by the su- 
preme court. 

Justice Van DeVanter held that 
laW applied to all> equipment 
highway of interstate commerce, 
whether at the time it was carrying 
interstate or intra-state commerce. He 
then held—and was sustained by the 
court's unanimous opinion—that the 
safety appliances act was constitu- 
tional. 

The Opinion of the Court. 

“Speaking only of railroads which 
are highways of both interstate and 
intra-state commerce,” says Justice 
Van Devanter, “those things are of 
common knowledge. Both classes of 
traffic are at times carried in the same 
car, and when this is not the case the 
cars in which they are carried are 
frequently commingled in the same 
train and in the switching and other 
movements at terminals,

The stock and bond issue of $57,- 
000,000, proposed by the Georgia Rail- 
way and Electric Company, may meet

It is asking the com- 
mission to apprave a bond issue of 
$30,000,000 and a stock issue of $27,- 
000,000, 

It was stated at the office of the 
commission yesterday that the letters 
which have been received regarding the 
issue are from users of power in this 
section. 

It was reported some time ago that 
the issue would be opposed, but up to 
the present no notice of such action 
has been filed with the commission,

MUST BUY RELIEF _ 
EARLY HEREAFTER 


Judge Declares He Will Not 
Honor Quickly Purchased 
Jury Exemptions. 


Has Judge J. T. Pendleton 
to refuse military exemptions as ex- 
cuses from jury service, if the juror 
purchases the exemption after he has 
been subpoenaed for a term of service? 
This is the interesting question grow- 
ing out of Judge Pendleton’s determi- 
nation to have his jurors serve when 
they are subjoenaed, unless they have 
a perfectly valid excuse. 

A military exemption heretofore al- 
ways has been considered a certain and 
sure way of escaping jury duty: but 
Monday morning, when a well-known 
business man of the city presented an 
exemption, which had been purchased 
subsequent to the date of his summons, 
Judge Pendleton announced in open 
court that hereafter no juror would be 
excused from jury duty who purchased 
a military exemption after hs iad 
been subpoenaed 

Military exemptions are purchasable 
from militia companies-—thirty special 
pay memberships being allow each 
company. The possessor of the exemp- 
tion has no other connection with the 
company except that he agrees to do- 
nate not less than $25 a year to its 
support. 

This sale of exemption has been one 
the methods of rasing money for 
militia, and if the judges turn 
down as am excuse for escape 
from jury service the sales will prob< 
ably decrease, 4s many, it is under- 
stood, are bought for jhe express pur- 
pose of relieving the possessor of jury 
service. 

Judge Pendleton excused the man 
who presented the exemption Monday, 
but will decline to do so in the future 
in such cases. 

As the military officials contend that 
the judge is without discretion in the 
matter, and that the law expressly 
states that the holders of the special 
membership shall be exempt from jury 
duty, it is possible that a test case in 
the matter will be made later.
